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PAST IMPERIAL POTENTATE 
MacKENZIE DIES SUDDENLY 


NE of Shrinedom’s most esteemed and 

honored Nobles, Past Imperial Fo- 
tentate Morley E. MacKenzie died sud- 
denly Sunday morning, November 3 at his 
home at 14 Rose Park Crescent, Toronto, 
Ontario. i 

Illustrious Noble MacKenzie was the 
first native born Canadian to be elected 
Imperial Potentate of the Shrine of North 
America. He was one of the youngest 
Imperial Potentates of the Shrine and was 
truly one of God’s Noblemen, dispensing 
cordiality and good fellowship wherever he 
traveled. 

During his term of office as Imperial 
Potentate from July, 1943 to July, 1944 he 
traveled many thousands of miles visiting 
Shrine Temples in all parts of the conti- 
nent. He had many close friends in Aleppo 
Temple and made two visitations to our 
oasis as Imperial Potentate, traveling to 
Boston for the express purpose of repre- 
senting the lmperial Council at a “Golden 
Anniversary” dinner given in honor of the 
50-year members of Aleppo by Noble 
William E. Smith at Smith House, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. The Imperial Potentate, 
in his remarks at that time told the group 
of 50-year members of Aleppo that he had 
never witnessed such an interesting Shrine 
occasion and that although he had visited 
nearly all of the 159 Shrine Temples in 
North America during his year as Imperial 
Potentate, this innovation was the most 
unique and outstanding occasion he had 
ever attended. In view of this fact he 
advised the Nobles present that he would 
make a report on this remarkable event in 
his annual report to the Imperial Council 
and assured them he would mention this 
gathering in his printed proceedings cov- 
ering his term of office as Imperial Po- 
tentate. 

Illustrious Noble MacKenzie was born 
in Corinth, Ont., October 29, 1890 and 
spent his entire business and public life in 
that general section. 

At the time of his death, Illustrious 
Noble MacKenzie was Director and Gen- 
eral Sales Manager of the Calvert Dis- 
tillers Corp. of Canada, Ltd. 

Apparently destined for a banking 
‘areer he entered the Traders’ Bank in 
1907 at the age of 17 years as junior clerk. 
He later served for two years as inspector 
of the Royal Bank of Canada, from its 


head office. After being appointed Man- 
ager of the Royal Bank of Canada at 
Tweed, Ont., and subsequently becoming 
Manager of the same bank at Burlington, 
Ont., Young MacKenzie retired from the 
Royal Bank in 1921 after approximately 
15 years’ service, to organize the Ontario 
Savings Office, remaining with this insti- 
tution as Director until 1935 when he re- 
tired to join the Calvert Distillers. 

A man of tremendous energy and en- 
thusiasm, Morley Mackenzie had friends

in many walks of life. He was a baseball 
enthusiast and one of the most active 
members of the Baseball Boosters’ Club. 
He recently was elected Vice-President of 
the newly formed Toronto Huskies Basket- 
ball club and attended the first game at 
Maple Leaf Gardens two nights prior to 
his death. He found a great deal of pleas- 
ure in his club affiliations and held mem- 
bership in the following outstanding clubs 
of his country: National Club, Granite 
Club, Canadian National Yacht Club, the 
York Downs Golf and Country Club, 


Board of Trade, Scottish Rite Club ‘of 
Hamilton, and the Caledon Mountain 
Trout and Country Club. 

Illustrious Noble MacKenzie was thor- 
oughly devoted to Masonry and its allied 
or correlated activities. He was made a 
Mason in Tweed Lodge, Tweed, Ont., in 
1917 and became a charter member of Bay 
of Quinte Lodge, Toronto, later on, and 
became its Master in 1926. He was also 
the first Master of Kingsway Lodge in 
1934. His talents were recognized in 
larger spheres, and he was elected District 
Deputy Grand Master, Toronto District 
“B” in 1929. He was also elected to the 
Board of General Purposes of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of On- 
tario, and later served for several years as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Grand Lodge of Canada in the 
lrovince of Ontario. He was also an 
honorary member of a number of Masonic 
Lodges in Toronto. 

illustrious Noble Mackenzie was a 
tower of strength to the Shrine Temples of 
Canada. He was elected a Representative 
to the Imperial Council from Rameses 
Temple in 1931 and has been regularly 
elected each year thereafter. He was Po- 
tentate of his Temple for the years 1933, 
1934 and 1935. He was elected Imperial 
Outcr Guard of the Impcrial Council at its 
Session held in Minneapolis in 1934. 
Among his other fraternal activities are 
the Scottish Rite, the Royal Arch Chapter 
and the Royal Order of Jesters. He was a 
Past Director of Toronto Court No. 83, 
Royal Order of Jesters. 

llustrious Noble Mackenzie was active 
in all municipal welfare activities, and was 
always willing to do his full share and more 
to brightcn and enrich the pathways of 
those who might need his services. _ 

Illustrious Noble MacKenzie was mar- 
ried in 1916 to Miss Florence Barbara 
Edwards, the attractive daughter of the 
late Rev. George Edwards and his wife, 
of Montreal, Canada. Mrs. Mackenzie is 
affectionately known in the Imperial 
Council as “Miss Flo.” She has a host of 
warm and admiring friends who have 
greeted her as she traveled over the Juris- 
diction with her distinguished husband. 

He leaves his wife, his 96-year-old 
mother, a brother Herbert, and a sister, 
Mrs. Burton Robinson of Corinth. 

Funeral services were held at St. Paul’s 
United Church, Tuesday evening, Novem- 
ber 5 at 8.30 P.M.

Gardiner Wilson, Jr. spoke briefly bringing 
the grectings of Shrinedom of North 
America to the Nobles who had offered

Army, 119 in the Navy, 21 in the Coast 
Guard, 2 in the Marines, and 6 in the 
Merchant Marines. Eleven of these 
Nobles have demitted from Aleppo Temple 
since their war service, their permanent 
addresses being in another Shrine jurisdic- 
tion where they have affiliated their mem- 
bership. 
Other interesting facts gleaned from the 
information gathered by the Recorder’s 
office reveals that one member of Aleppo 
Temple, Joseph Aborn, was taken a Pris- 
oner of War during the Battle of the Bulge 
in Europe and the fact that 43 of Aleppo’s 
members participated in both World Wars 
I and II. The following seven Nobles have 
service during further campaigns. Chief 
Electricians Mate Enos W. Ginn has a 
total of 46 years service dating from 1898 
to 1944 during which time he served in the 
Spanish War, Philippine Campaign, China 
World Wars I and II. Col. Henry B. 
Barry served in the Philippine Campaign, 
Cuban Pacification, World Wars I and II, 
for a total of 45 years from 1899 to 1944. 
Chief Boatswain Oscar Leo has 43 years 
service dating from 1897 to 1938 and 
1942 to 1944. Lt. Arthur E. LeGros has 
35 years of service from 1898 to 1929 and 
1941 to 1945 during which time he served 
in Central America, the West Indies, 
Mexican War, and World Wars I and II. 
Lt. Col. William E. Moore also has 35 
years service dating from 1905 to 1917 and 
1921 to 1944. Col. Alfred Voysey had serv- 
ice during the Philippine Campaign and 
World Wars I and 11.

You can’t get 
into one of these Shriners’ hospitals if you 
can even pay a dime. 

Lise greets me with a happy smile from 
her little chair at the entrance to one of 
the large rooms occupied by children suf- 
fering from many ailments. Lise comes 
from an indescribably poor home. Here 
she is getting more expert service than you 
can buy for your child even if you are an 


Imperial Potentate. Only thé poor rate 
this kind of care. 
There are 50 childrén in this modern 


hospital on the slope of a mountain that 
overlooks the city. Doesn’t seem a very 
important unit to New Yorkers, who are 
accustomed to towering skyscrapershaj 
are integrated into hospitals. But it takes 
more than bricks and mortar, money and 
medical degrees to make this kind of 
thing. These hospitals, of which there are 
now l6in North America, treat each child 
as though it were the only unfortunate 
child in the world. 

I talked with Billy, 15 years old, who 
Spent seven years at a stretch in this little 
hospital. He comes back once in every few 
months. He was hopelessly afflicted with 
tuberculosis of the spine. It was not sus- 
pected by his family or doctors that he 
ever could sit up, walk or go about the 
business of living. He lay over a drum 
shaped bed, on his back, for years. He is a 
bright, smiling, ambitious boy and will be 
at work earning an honest living any day 
now. He didn’t talk a bit like some of the 
rich Communists I’ve talked to in New 
York lately. He doesn’t hate God. He 
loves Shriners and other capitalists. I 
don’t blame him. 

Surprising to me, only because I have 
known nothing about the work, is the fact 
that in this hospital, during the last year, 
the patients have included 2,814 Catholics, 
2,791 Protestants of all denominations. 
107 Jews, and 10 Mohammedans. 

There is no denominationalism about 
infantile paralysis, club foot, poverty or 
tuberculous spine. It was a Samaritan. a 
despised foreigner, who picked up the in- 
jured man at the roadside and took him 
into town. Healso paid the billin advance ”

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DR. HATT RETURNS TO THE 
HONOLULU SHRINE HOSPITAL 


OING back to his “first love” in Shrine 
hospital work after release from service 
in the Army Medical Corps, Dr. R. Nelson 
Hatt, for sixteen years chief surgeon of the 
Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled Children 
in Springfield, Mass., is returning to the 


Shriners’ Hospital in Honolulu, Hawaii, as 


chief surgeon, the position he held before 
coming fo Springfield. Dr. Hatt, as 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Army Medical 
Corps, served overseas through most of 
World War II; later was appointed chief 
of the Orthopedic Section at Cushing Gen- 
eral Hospital in Framingham, Mass., 
where he was serving when released from 
army duty on September 16. 

Following up a report that Dr. Hatt was 
not to return to the Springfield hospital, 
the Anahgram editor asked the doctor for 
information on the subject. “Good old 
Doc” replied in characteristic fashion, as 
you can see by his letter which is quoted 
here, although not in full: 


“16 September, 746 
“Dear Fred: 


The Surgeon Gencral released me from 
his list of frozen specialists today. Orders 
to report to Ft. Dix will come out during 
the week and once more the title will be 
‘Old Doc Hatt.’ I kinder like to think that 
although I have played soldier with the 
rest of them the G.I. never mistook me for 
anything else than his doctor. 

“Twenty-three years ago a young feller 
— not dry behind the cars surgically speak- 
ing — went to Honolulu to set up a 
Shriners’ Hospital. In 1926 he was trans- 
ferred to Springfield and for sixteen years 
no man ever enjoyed his work more and 
none ever received a finer, spiritually, 
whole-hearted support from his fellow men. 
However, thru the years, the ‘call of the 
Islands’ has persisted and at the end of 
four years in service the invitation to re- 
turn to Honolulu was irresistible. The date 
set is around 1 October. | 


“Of course the Islands may spoil me for 
a ‘down east’ winter, but come a day when 
my work as a surgeon is finished, there’s a 
little farm up near Moosehead; and pos- 
sibly Anah might accept me to member- 
ship on transfer. My affection for old 
friends does not change with location... .” 

While every Anah Noble is glad Dr. 
Hatt is going back to work amid scenes 
and people he enjoyed years ago, we all 
regret there won’t be a renewal of the inti- 
mate friendly relations we have enjoved 
with this prince of good fellows. And 
what a sigh of regret is going to be heard 
from those hundreds of youngsters who 
Were so capably treated by Dr. Hatt at the 
Springfield hospital, and who loved and 
revered him for his cheery, sympathetic 
personality! Were sure The A naharam 
speaks from the heart of Anah’s entire 
Nobility when it says: “Sorry to have you 
go so far away, Doc, but here's wishing 
you the very best of health, happiness and 
success. Don't forget us: we'll never forget 
you! And do come up and see us some time 
— soon!”
